So far as can be learned the fight was! 
due to bitter feeling engendered on account 

of the pending charges against the chief 

clerk. In discussing the matter bad blood 

was wrought up, and the climax came 

yesterday afternoon when the House was 

engaged in calling the roll on a proposi- 

tion to adjourn sine die March 17. 

Speaker Farris remained calm and tried 

to preserve order, but the emergency was 

too much for him, and the scene was by 

far the most sensationa] that has been re- 

corded in the recent history of Missouri , 
Legislatures. . 
“If we are going to fight like this I think | 
we had better adjourn right now,” the, 
Speaker exclaimed | 
The fight came sudden as a thunderbolt. 
Everybody was aware that bitter feeling 
ex'sted on account of the Green case, yet it 
was not generally known that there was 
any difficulty between Messrs. Thompson 
and Edwards. There was no loud prelimin- | 
ary quarrel, and whatever was said, was. 
uttered in tones of voice so low as to at- 

tract no attention. The first general in- 

formation of the belligerency was when the | 
two men commenced striking each other. | 
They were both behind the railing where 

the reading clerks and the official reporter | 
stand, less than half a dozen feet from the 
Speaker. Age cr d a dozen blows were ex- 
changed, but neither party was injured to 
amount to anything. 

In the matter of size, Mr. Edwards has a 
decided advantage over Mr. Thompson.

The Hillmon case, in which Mrs. Hill- 
mon sued the insurance companies to re- 
cover something like $50,000 in premiums 
held by her husband, was one of the most 
celebrated and hardest fought of recent 
years. Hillmon disappeared about seven 
years ago, and his wife claimed he had been 
drowned and his body never recovered. The 
companies refused to believe him dead and 
would not pay the claim. Mrs. Hillmon 
brought suit and four times the juries failed 
to agree on a verdict.

DISCUSSION IN CONGRESS. 


The Appropriation Bills Bring Out 
Some Sharp Controversies Among 
the Members. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—The 
House was still on the legislative day of 
March 2 when Speaker Reed cracked his 
gavel at 10:30 this morning after a recess of 
seven hours. There were crowded galleries 
with many uniforms from military organ- 
izations which are to participate in the in- 
augural parade conspicuous therein, but 
down on the floor were many vacant chairs 


and the members early in the arena wore a 
jaded air. 

The chairmen of the committees whose 
appropriation bills are the bone of con- 
tention between the House and Senate were 
marshaling their forces with conference re- 
ports on the Indian and sundry civil bills 
ready for consideration. Several enterpris- 
ing legislators clamored to thhave pension 
bills taken up, frantically waving the docu- 
ments over their heads, but successive 
shouts of “I object’’ mowed down these 
projects, which required unanimous con- 
sent for their reading. 

First in order came the Indian bill. The 
action of the House conferee in accepting 
a Senate amendment to detach from Okla- 
homa the Osage and Kansas Indian reserva- 
tions and attach them to the Indian Terri- 
tory aroused fierce opposition from Mr. 
Flynn, delegate from Oklahoma, 

Mr. Curtis (Rep. of Kansas) said the 
change was demanded by the Osage Indians 
on account of unjust taxation and harsh 
treatment by the people of Oklahoma. 

Mr. Curtis said that in the act creating 
Oklahoma Congress had reserved the right 
to change the boundary at any time. 

“If there is any place on this continent 
where organized hell is in force, it is among 
the five civilized tribes of the Indian Ter- 
ritory,’’ shouted Mr. Cannon (Rep.) of Illi- 
nois, and demanded that ‘“‘this unheard-of 
Caesarian operation, clumsily performed, 
shall not be a success.”’ 

Touching the location of hell, Mr. Pen- 
dleton (Dem.) of Texas agreed with Mr. 
Cannon, but insisted that if. there was a 
hotter hell than that which existed in the 
Indian Territory, it was situated in Okla- 


homa.

Judge Adams’ Ruling in a Suit for In- 
fringement of Patent. 


Judge Adams of the United States Circuit 
Court Wednesday denied the application of 


Nathan O. Ross, trustee, for an order al- 
lowing inspection of the. electro-magnetic 
tripping and recording mechanisms used in 
the oy, engine-houses. 

On Nov. 22, 1892, Ross filed suit against the 
city for willful and unjust infringement up- 
on the patent he controls on the devices of 
similar design. 

He asked damages for willful infringe- 
ment to three times the amount of the 
damage actually sustained. The court was 
to cause these to be assessed. 

In his opinion Wednesday Judge Adams 
stated such measures should be only the 
last resort, as patented devices of others 
would be thus wantonly exposed. In the 
matter before him he did not think the 
complainant’s case justified the order.

It is ex- 
pected further that in the event of any 
pressure whatever from the Powers, she 
will declare war against Turkey, and within 
a few days begin a campaign in Macedonia 
and Thessaly. 

It is virtually admitted that the Powers 
are not prepared for any such exigency, 
and it is scarcely hoped that they will be 
able to deal with it in harmony. In fact, 
it is now an open secret that they have 
been able to reach the present point of 
agreement only with the greatest difficulty, 
and that the bonds which hold them togeth- 
er at this moment are of the weakest de- 
scription.

In determining which harbor wil] 
be the most useful, five considerations were 
reviewed—convenience for construction, for 
accessory works, approaches from the sea 
and from the land, availability as a harbor 
of refuge, capacity for extension and en- 
largement as demands of commerce may re- 
quire. After a careful examination of all 
of these considerations, the board finds that 
ne greatest advantages are with San Pe- 

ro, 


While the physical advantages of San Pe- 
dro’s location lead to its selection, the report 
Says the advisability of that choice is ma- 
terially strengthened by the consideration 
of the extensive improvement of its interior 
harbor, already made, conditionally pro- 
vided for or contemplated as the object of 
future appropriations.

Two: days after the bombardment Greece 
telegraphed a brief protest to the Powers, 
Next day the Fore'gn Minister telegraphed 
the following dispatch, to which the Greek 
representative at London replied that he had 
communicated it to the British Under Sec- 
retary. 

“ATHENS, Feb. 24.—Referring to my dis- 
patch this morning concerning the bombard- 
ment of Christians in Crete by the fleets of 
the great Powers, I am in condition to give 
to you all details and documents..The report 
of the Commodore of our squadron, the pro- 
tests of the insurgent chiefs, and consecu- 
tive reports of our Consul at Canea, prove 
that it was the Turks who, under protection 
of the flags of the great Powers around 
Canea, attacked the Christians encamped at 
Froudia, and, being once repulsed, were pur- 
sued, after which the Christians went to oc- 
cupy the advance posts abandoned by the 
Turks. Then the Admirals thought it was 
their duty to fire upon the Christians coming 
to the aid of their aggressors, who were 
seconded by two Turkish men-of-war sta- 
tioned near the fleet. 

“In this manner the Turks fired from their 
positions on land and sea, and had the 
assistance of the foreign fleets. The fol- 
lowing day the Turks attempted the same 
thing, hoping to produce a fresh bombard- 
ment by the fleet. Only the self-control of 
the Christians averted a similar scene of 
atrocity. 

“Remember that the bombardment was 
preceded by a visit of the Turkish military 
commandant to the Admirals, immediately 
after which the Europeans opened fire upon 
the Christians. 

“In their communication announcing that 
they have taken Crete under their pro- 
tection, the Admirals said the purpose of 
this occupation was the settlement of the 
Cretan question without effusion of blood. 
Behold how they thought to accomplish 
their mission—firing shells at Christians, 
attacked by Turks! Such a deed, the gross 
injustice of which rivals in cruelty the 
scenes which have already excited the in- 
dignation of the civilized people, will, we 
hope, move the governments of the great

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THE BOHART BILL. 

The bill introduced by Representative 
Bohart, to prevent the coercion or in- 
timidation of employes at or before elec- 
tions, has passed the House without much 
opposition. '< was fully discussed, and 


its p ose is well understood, Now let 
inumitnate pass it and it will become 
law, as there is no doubt the Governor 
will sign it. 

There should be no delay in committee 
in the Senate, The members of the com- 
mittee can hardly: overestimate the im- 
portance of this bill. They should re- 
port favorably on it without hesitation, 
Missouri should set an example for évery 
State in enacting such a law before the 
next national campaign. The experience 
of the last campaign showed that such 
a law is needed, and it is likely to be 
more urgently needed in 1900, 

The workingmen and wage earners of 
the cities and the Democrats of the éntire 
State expect the Democratic majority in 
the Legislature to see to it that this bill 
for their protection becomes a law. 


Two GOOD | SENATE BILLS. 

Senate bills Nos. 96 and 160, both in- 
troduced by Senator Hohenschild, are 
worthy of mention as bills carefully 
drawn in the public interest. 

The first mentioned bill, No, 96, passed 
the Senate by a vote of 82 ayes to only 1 
Nay. It provides fora bureay of building 
and loan inspection, the Governor to ap-

@ssociations, and prescribes the duties 
of such a bureau. At present the State 
Treasurer is ex-officio supervisor of such 
Associations, It is evident that such an 
important work should be specially pro- 
vided for. The State Treasurer has found 
it impossible to attend to the duties per- 
sonally and has had to delegate them. 
The ne® law will not make the cost of 
supervision greater, It covers the sub- 
ject thoroughly, and appears to be just 
what is needed. 

The other bill, No, 160, also passed the | 
Benate by a nearly unanimous vote. It 
provides for county teachers’ institutes. 
repealing the sections of the act relating 
thereto, and making certain changes 
which will be productive of much good. 

Both these bills should pass the House 
Without delay and become laws. They 
add nothing to the burden of taxation, 
but are solely in the interest of better 


administration.

His_ resignation would. have meant the 
defeat of all they had plotted for years 
to accomplish.

Ellen Sommers, 65 years old and blind, is 
In the City Hospital waiting to learn if the 
doctors can do anything to restore her lost 
vision. -She is plucky and if she could work 
she would not complain. Her presence in 
the hospital is directly due to the fact that 
she was found wandering the streets in the 
rain Tuesday morning without any home to 
go to. 

Her story is one of continued misfortune 
for fifteen years, ever since her husband died 
and her little savings began to melt away. 


When seen at the hospital she turned her 
sightless eyes on her visitor and said: 

I was in St. Marian’s Hospital for sever- 
al months. I paid them $ a week, and 
when my money was gone I had to go, too. 
When I had no money they did not want 
me any more. I have been blind four or 
five years. I had cataracts on my eyes, and 
I did not know what they were until it was 
too late. I’ve had to live every way I could.

I don’t 
know the number. It was all right so long 
as I gave them a bit of money every week. 
When it was gone and I could get no more 
the Finnegans moved away and left me 
there. It has been so everywhere. M 
brothers-in-law, the Mahers, over on Clar 
avenue, don’t want me because I am old 
and blind.

“I cried over that boy so much that Il 
nearly burned the eyes of me out of my 
head. Just after that my sight began to 
leave me, and another trouble was laid upon 
me. 

‘Tl am-not the woman to complain or find 
fault with the wisdom of the Lord or His 
dispensations, but I would like to have just 
the one eye to see with. It is not all gone; 
1 can see my hand when I pass it before the 
light of day and my eye. If that eye is 
given back to me, I will goAo work again 
and support myself at the washtub. I will 
pray for the doctor every day of my life if 
he lets me see a little with the one eye.”’ 

Dr. Sutter said that he thought there was 
some hope a@f partly restoring the sight of 
one eye, and if it could be done the opera- 
tion would be performed. It was out of the 
line of hospital work and would need the 
services of a specialist.

ON EXHIBITION. 


USUAL TROUBLE STARTING. 


Arrangements Were Not Completed 
and There Was Confusion but 
the Dogs Are There. 


Bow! wow! wow! said the big dog; 
Woo! woo! woo! said the little dog. 


But there the anologue between the dogs 
on exhibition at the Exposition and those 
of the Southern plantation ditty stops. The 
bench show dogs didn’t “all run after the 
coon."" They sat in their berths, or in their 
cages, according as they were located. 
and they swore at each other or talked 
to the visitors dog fashion, while crowds 
of admiring and critical men and women 
swept along the alsics inspecting and dis- 


cussing points of canine beauty. 

The only admirable feature of the open- 
ing of the Second Annual Bench Show of 
the St. Louls Kennel! Club was the dogs. 

The managers were rattled, Everything 
seemed to have been postponed till the 
last minute and there wag not time to at- 
tend ta it. 

The ring exhibitions were to begin at 10 
a. m., but at that time the rings were 
not ready. The sawdust for the arenas was 
~ _ pasemnent and had to be carried in 

ucKets and tubs to the floored-ove ‘ 
quet of Music Hall. bese 

President Long had no time to make ex- 

lanations, Superintendent Oldham had his 

ands full receiving entries and Secretary 

William Hutchison had the exhibitors to 
contend with. Much of the work might 
have been done before onening day. 

By noon the complications were partially 
unraveled and most of the entries were 
placed tn accordance with the catalogue. 

The collection of dogs is a magnificent 
one. There are 97 entries, and if there 
is a mising variety no expert has discovered 
it. St. Bernards, collies, field dogs and 
terriers of various breeds are in the maior- 
ity and attract the most attention. The 
term field dogs really ineludes every va- 
riety habjtually used for hunting. but it 
is ordinarily applied only to pointers and 
setters and a few varieties of spaniels. 

he St. Bernards are classified as-of two 
varieties—smooth and rough coats—but they 
are of identical breed. 

Mrs. Lee, who has charge of the Alta 
Kennels exhibit from Toledo, O., said: “The 
difference between sm%oth and rough coats 
is purely individual and is confined to the 
hair. That fellow (pointing to a magnificent 
roughcoated brute) was sired by a smooth 
dog, while that one (indicating a smooth 
beast) was sired by a rough coat. Thev 
are interbred continually, and while, of 
course, it is possible to breed for smooths 
or roughs, there are apt to be both kinds 
in the same litter. 

“Their tempers are not affected by their 
coats, and it is purely a matter of individ- 
ual preference as to which is the better va- 
riety. Our’ dogs took all the prizes at In- 
dianapolis. I like to handle them, but I 
don’t take in the entire circult—that would 
be too hard for me.” 

Mrs. Lee is a modest little woman, very 
fond of her big pets, and exercises abso- 
lute control over them. They are a well- 
mannered set and ignored those of their 
neighbors who were inclined to quarrel, — 

Another fair owner is Mrs. Belt of Coy- 
ington, Ky. Her smooth-coated fox-terrler, 
Wawaset Actor. valued at $2,000, is entered 
in the name of Dr. James Ferris Relt in the 
challenge class. Mrs. Belt is giving Wa- 
waset her personal attention. 

Mrs. Chris Von der Ahe has Brown, a 
Yorkshire terrier, entered in the open class 
for dogs. He won a prize last year. 

Miss Amelia Wolff, a pretty little lass 
who lives on Walnut street, has her fox 
terrier, Midget, benched. She was in sore 
travail as noon approached because she 
knew Midget would cry if she deserted 
him. “He's such a pet,”’ said little Miss 
Wolff, “I think it’s a shame to leave him 
here all alone. He's sure to cry.” 

Mrs. James 8S. Glass of Lucas avenue has 
a well-bred, graceful Italian grevhound 
bitch, called Orphan Annie, that will prob- 
ably get a prize. 

Mrs. R. P. Slattery has several collies 
benched near the Pierpont Morgan dogs. 
She handles them herself. and they adore 
her. One of the amusing features of the 
morning was the rivalry shown by her 
poenen in attracting Mrs. Slattery’s atten- 
tion. 

The. Morgan collies are well geroomed and 
In good condition, but they may have trduble 
taking the challenge class prize from Henry 
Jarrett’s Wellesbourne Charlie. Samuel B. 
Btannard’s entries will be heard from in the 
open classes. One of his choicest specimens 
is Welleshourne-Goldmine,. a 15-months-old 
bitch sired by Jarrett’s challenge dog. 

The bull terriers are present in large num- 
bers and the local dags are the best to look 
at. J. L: D. Rogers’ Tommy Atkins has a 
chance to win a cup. 

The fox-terriers, smooth and wire-haired. 
are popular with the ladies, and their 
benches are generally surrounded by admir- 
ng throngs. The Irish terriers, with their 
homely, honest faces and soft, dark eyes, 
also attract attention, but not one visitor 
in ten knows the breed. 

The Boston terriers—very like undersized 


bulldogs before the fanciers ht- 
ing capacity cat Sr the bulldog Shing 
in for short noses and jimber jaws-—are 
wicked little brutes and are greatly admired 
therefor. 

Among the bull dogs is a fine white brute 
who has little chance to ge. a prize under 
‘existing rules; he is too much on the terrier 
order, but he could make it interesting for 
anything he might get a grip on. 

here is a good list of Russian wolf 
hounds—long, lithe, powerful brutes, with 
rough coats and sharp white fangs. They 
look like a cross between a big greyhound 
and a tremendous wolf. They are becoming 
popular in the East as escorts for ladies 
who ride alone. One of them would be @ 
match for a strong man. 

The Great Danes are good-tempered and 
intelligent as a rule and better equipped for 
fighting than other dogs. They are shaped 
like bull terriers and are larger than the 
English mastiffs. They are well repre- 
sented. 

Speaking of mastiffs—they are a placid lot, 
ordinarily, but a fawn colored dog and a 
brindle bitch strove hard to break their 
chains whenever another dog passed their 
bench. Had they got their liberty there 
would thave been several tragedies on the 
bench for pointers just across the aisle. 

The benches for the big dogs are too 

small. Complaints were made by several 
owners of St. Bernards that their dogs did 
not have room to extend themselves, but 
DO;RINg could be done to remedy the mat- 
ter. 
There are thirteen bloodhounds benched, 
among them a challenge bitch and two 
challenge dogs.. They are grand creatures, 
and, contrary to the popular idea, as amia- 
ble as a fox-hound. 

George Gould's pointers are benched to- 
ether and are one of the chief attractions. 

heir entries were delayed in the mails,

Among the setters the Gordons and Llew- 
ellyns have the call, although there are 
several handsome Irish dogs. The Gordons 
are black or black and tan; the Llewellyns 
are spotted and the Irish dogs red. A few 
years ago the best strains of Gordons were 
pure black, but the style runs to tan points 
now. . 

There are two old English sheep dogs 
benched—Herdsman If. and Yellow Kid, 
the first owned by Pierpont Morgan and 
the other by George T. Kallas. This breed 
is nearly extinct, but it 1s being revived. 
Herdsman II. was here last. season, but 
Yellow Kid is a new comer. He is a fine 
specimen and will probably get first prize.

TWO ATHLETIC. 
BODIES AT WAR. 


TREATY BETWEEN THE lL. A. W. 
AND THE A, A. U. EXPIRED. 


At 10 o’clock Wednesday morning the al- 
liance between the Amateur Athletic Union 
and the League of American Wheelmen 
expired, the necessary thirty days’ notice 
having been given by the A. A. U. on Feb. 
1. 
It is not known just what effect this 
will have on cycling and sport in generai. 
If the two bodies should not reach an 
agreement and decide to fight each other 
the result could not be otherwise than dis- 
astrous for all concerned. 

The L. A. W. could refuse sanctions for 
cycle races at A. A. U. meets, and that 
body could deelare professionals all athletes 
cempeting in W. events which are 
not registered under the new A. A. U. 

With reference to the articles constitut- 
ing the treaty, “Father Bill’’ Curtis says: 

“tinder the actual operation of this alli- 
ance the Union not only gained nothin., 
but was really injured and opposed by the 
League, which on some occasions directly 
antagonized the Union and assisted its ene- 
mies in two ways—by accepting as duly 
qualified amateur wheelmen persons who 
were under sentence of suspension or dis- 
qualification by the union, and also by 
sanctioning cycle races at athletic meetings 
outlawed by and: given in defiance of the 
union. 

“Although several amendments to the 
articles tending to enforce more deference 
to the rulings of the A. A, U. were sub- 
mitted as far back as last April by Mr. 
Isaac B. Potter and Mr. Julius Harder, and 
approved by the union, no further action 
Was’ taken by the league, so the union de- 
cided to give the stipulated thirty days’ 
notice of their purpose to terminate the al- 
liance. As Mr. Potter, however, is now 
president of the league, it is probable that 
anew alliance will be arranged before the 
racing season begins.”’ 

James E. Sullivan, Secretary of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union, says: ‘The League offi- 
cials are well aware that the alliance ter- 
minated Wednesday, but as yet they have 
not made any proposition to us with refer- 
ence to a new treaty. Whatever is done, we 
shall continue to apply for sanction to hold 
bicycle races in connection with our ath- 
letic games. I do not anticipate any clash. 
and doubtless an amicable arrangement will 
be arrived at before long. However, it musi 
be understood that should the League en- 
deavor to ignore our authority or jurisdic- 
tion, we shall feel it incumbent to take the 
necessary steps to protect ourselves. I am 
not worrying over the matter in the least.”’

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POLICE RAID 
GAY MASKERS. 


HOLDOVER WAS FULL OF MARDI 
GRAS REVELEBRBS. 


SPASM OF OFFICIAL MORALITY. 


Bluecoats Made Women Lift Their 
Masks and Prove They Were 
Not Women of the Town. 


Mardi Gras night being the occasion for 
‘false faces’’ the police .department ap- 
peared in the mask of moral censors, 

Detectives and blue coats swarmed about 
the ticket takers at the down town dance 
halls where Mardi Gras revels were adver- 
tised. Every woman entering was obliged 
to lift her mask and submit to police scru- 
tiny. 

Those recognized as women of the town 
were hustled off to the Four Courts and 
locked up for the night. A great many 
who were not women of the town experi- 
enced for the first time and in a public 
place, an impugnment of their chastity. 
The police metier of what constitutes an 
immmoral woman is rather indistinct. 

Blondes with a suspicion of chemistry on 
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their tresses hxd almost to bring certificates 
of good character to get beyond the cordon 
of blue coats. Costumes too short at either 
end were barred. Many clever girls saved a 
lot of annoying argument by holding up 
their hands. Even the police admit that a 
girl who works hard is apt to be honest. 
Most of the arrests were made at the 
Theatrical Brotherhood’s dance at Masonic 
Hall. No less than twenty women of the 
town were headed off here by the police 
scrutiny and taken to the lock-up. Some 
few broke through the line, but they took 
good care to do nothing to attract attention 
to themselves. 

Altogether, twenty-three gaily masked 
women were herded together in Captain 
O’Malley’s donjon keep until two hours 
after midnight. They were then allowed 
bail and told to appear in Police Court 
later in the morning. 

The girls arrested were Irene Kendall, 
Flora Woods, Blanche Reeves, Ida: Smith, 
Maggie Frazier, Clara Davis, Stella Cramer, 
Carrie Atwell, Trixie Rossi, Viola Stewart, 
Bessie* Williams, Mollie Smith, Nellie Wil- 
liams, Ella Kelly, Blanche Gray, Effie 
Thomas, Ione Clark, Myrtle Rapp, Nana 
Holland, Irene Davenport, Joy Behler, Vio- 
let Murray, May Brown, 

They were charged in Judge Peabody's 
court with being inmates of immoral houses 
or keepers of such resorts. They took their 
arrest philosophically, and bent all their en- 
ergies before court convened to getting their 
cases squared. Those who did not get nolle 
yrosses had their cases continued. The po- 
ae department does not intend to prote- 
cute them... They only locked them up to fre- 
lieve the pressure of the downtown carnival 
ayety. 

Capt. O’Malley sa'd Wednesday morning:

The detectives were there in a 
flock. They knew nearly every woman In 
the hall, but not an arrest was made,

doubly sure by the presence of two of the 
Police Commissioners, who mixed with 
the gay throng and had as good a time as 
any one,

er Hall and a red hot negro dance at the 
Natatorium, but the only arrests made at 
these places were for fighting.

Explains His Course in the Perrine 
Land Grant. 


Isaac H. Lionberger, attorney for the De- 
partment of the Interior at Washington, 
has returned to St. Louis for a ehort trip. 
He may go back to Washington City Thurs- 
day night. 

“T understand the St. Louis papers have 
stated that I resigned my position while 
under fire on account of my action in. the 
Perrine land grant case,"’ said Mr. Lion- 
berger to a Post-Dispatch man Wednesday 
morning. “I want to say that it is an in- 
justice to me to state the fact In that way. 

‘True, 1 resigned. But so did Secretary 
Francis and all the others send_in their 
written resignations, directed to President 
McKinley, and informing him that they 
would take effect as soon as their succes- 
gOrs were appointed. This action was only 
in accordance with the custom that has 
prevailed always at the end of an adminis- 
tration. So the Perrine case had nothing 
whatever to do with my resignation. 

“As to the Perrine land grant, the news- 
papers have had a great deal to say pro 
and con. I can say that the Perrine grant 
4a entirely regular. Secretary of the In- 
terior Delano during the Grant admintistra- 
tion said that as the grant had never been 
revoked by Congress the Perrine heirs still 
had the right to make their claim good by 
Placing settlers on the land and thereby 
fulfilling the contract. Secretary Hoke 
Smith ruled the same way. So, when 476 
affidavits were filed with me, showing that 
the land had been settled, and the land 
commissioner and the Board of Review in 
the department found everything regular, 
of course, I signed the papers. 

“But I did not know that the Perrines 
were relatives of President Cleveland's 
family until after I had ssed upon the 
case. As the papers and evidence were 
straight, Secretary Francis, after being 
thus assurred by the Land Commissioner 
“und myself, signed the documents that or- 
dered the patent to be issued for the Per- 
rine land grant. 

“Now, Senators Call, Tillman, Carter and 
others of the Senate Sub-Committee on 
J.ands assured me that they do not blame 
the Department of the Interior in any way, 
but that, perhaps, some of the affidavits 
filed with the department were imposi- 
tions, 

“Mr. Flagler, owner of the Past Florida 
Railroad, and an associate with the Per- 
rine heirs, is charged with hiring some of 
his employes to settle on the land and make 
the required affidavits in order to get the 
patent, and that these settlers do not in- 
tend to remain on the land. Senator Call 
of Florida charges that, I believe. The Sen- 
ate Committee is now investigating .those 
charges."’

In view of these facts it is said that Mr 
Stoddart will be re-elected Vice-President 
when the reorganization takes place, or. 
f not, then at the next annual meeting of 
the stockholders. 

If Mr. Stoddart is as confident of his 
re-election as are his friends he can be 
counted out of the race for the post of 
Clearing House manager. 

James B. True, late cashier of the Chem- 
ical National, is one of the active candi- 
dates for the vacant position, 
the place and doesn't care who knows it. 
He ts now out of the banking business and 
would have no objection to accepting the 
yosition made vacant by Mr. Chase’s death. 

‘hether he would accept it at a salary of 
$3,000 a year is a mooted question. There 
are those who say that, like Mr. Stoddart. 
he would not accept the reduced salary. 

Those who argue this way say that the 
reduction of the salary wil] leave the field 
open to younger aspirants for the posi- 
tion. They are Ciinton Chase. son of the 
deceased manager, and William W. Hox- 
ton, who was appointed assistant manager 
a month ago. Mr. Chase is making efforts 
to secure the place. Mr. Hoxton’'s friends 
are working in his interest, though he him- 
self made no active efforts to secure the 
poa'‘tion.

FIRST WOMAN EVANGELIST IN 
ST. LOUIS MISSION WORK. 


AN OLD-FASHIONED METHODIST 


She Will Preach in the Lafayette Ave- 
nue Church Tuesday Evening 
and May Stay Two Weeks. 


Mrs. Mary McGee Hall.of Columbus, Miss., 
is the first woman evangelist who has 
worked in the mission field of St. Louis. 

Her efforts during the last two weeks 
have been rewarded by the converting of 
more than one hundred souls. She has been 
an almost nightly visitor at the Union Mis- 
sion, 1432 Franklin avenue, and her quiet, 
earnest eloquence has wrought miracles in 
the hearts of the most sin-hardened cases. 

Mrs. Hall, who is better known by her 
former name of Mrs. Mary McGee Snell, for 


church work in the South. Born and reared 
a strict Methodist, when the call of duty 
came she took the fleld under the auspices 
of the Southern Methodist Church, and the 
greater part of her work has been done at 
the direction of that body. Last summer 
she spent at large camp meetings in Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Tennessee, Texas, Arkan- 
sas-and other Southern States. During the 
fall and early winter she conducted meet- 
— throughout the South. 

or some years she has been one of the 
national evangelists of the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, and at their meet- 
ing in Denver a few years ago delivered the 
annual sermon. Her most recent work of 
moment was in CaHfornia, and she came to 
St. Louis,two weeks ago with her husband, 
the Rev. L. C. Hall, to recuperate. She 
could not resist the ae of the splern- 
did opportunity for telling work afforded 
by the city missions, and has apparently 
lost the object of her visit. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hall are the guests of Mr. 
Hall’s father, Dr. L. T. Hall of 42400 West 
Bell avenue. Mr. Hall is a St. Louigan, a 
member of the M. E. South Conference and 
a gifted evangelist. He accompanies his 
wife to all appointments, working with her. 
For many years he has been engaged in 
the Southern field, and it was there he met 
his wife. He is known as one of the 
brightest men in the conference, an elo- 
quent talker and a thorough logician. 

In this latter respect Mrs. Hall is perhaps 
the. equal of her husband and certainly 
places more dependence upon it for results 
than many of the noted men evangelists. 
Her great reliance is argument. Sensational 
methods of seeking souls meet her hearty 
disapproval. The Methodism of her an- 
cestors dominates her and she is content to 
follow the teachings and advice of Wesley. 

The pulpit becomes her well. Naturally en- 
dowed with a commanding figure and clear, 
strong voice, she expounds the gospel with 
convincing earnestness. Interest sodn shifts 
from the woman in the yet novel position to 
the topic she is so ably handling. Despite 
her accomplishments and calling, Mrs. Hall 
is in ee sense a womanly woman. She 
emphatically disclaims any advanced ideas 
as to equal suffrage, dress reform or wom- 
en’s clubs. Neither is she abetting any of the 
divers women’s movements that engross the 
attention of end of the century society. She 
sees her duty Iles in saving souls. Her life 
is consecrated to that work, no other. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Hall seek to shun no- 
toriety. Their public deeds they give to 
the public, but their private life belongs to 
the home. Mrs. Hall, when asked how she 
came to go into the ministry, briefly ex- 

lained she was called and answered. She 

s not a licensed preacher. 

She is sensitive about one thing, and that 
is being called a female evangelist. 

“Please have them print it woman evan- 
gelist,’"” was her request.
